CHAPTER 103.

AN ACT to remove the county seat of Marquette county to the vil-
lage of Packwaukee.

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented
tn Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. At the general election to be held in
November next, it shall be lawful for the legal voters of
Marquette county, to vote on the question of the remo-
val of the county seat of said county to the village of
Packwaukee, in said county, which latter place is hereby
fixed as the point to which it is proposed to remove the
county seat of said county.

Sec. 2. All votes given or cast at said election on
the question for or against the removal of the county
seat of said county, shall be by ballot, and shall be either
written or printed, or partly written or artlg printed,
and shall be in the following form, viz: “For the removal
of the county seat to Packwaukee,” or ¢‘ Against the
removal of the county seat to Packwaukee.”

Sec. 3. In casea majority of thevotes given at such
election, shall be for the removal of the county seat to
Packwaukee, then the county seat of said county of Mar-
quette shall be removed, and be and remain permanently
located at Packwaukee, without any further legislation
whatever.

Sec. 4. The votes cast at such election for and against
the removal of the county seat to Packwaukee, shall be
canvassed, returned and certified, the samo as votes cast
for county officers.

Sec. 5. If the county seat of said county shall be
removed to the village of Harris at the next April elec-
tion, under and by virtue of the provisions of an act of
the legislature passed at its present session, then this act
shall have ito force or effect whatever.

SEc. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
